49 of the Tea Act, 1953 (29 of 1953) is hereby published, as 
required by sub-section (I) of the section 49 of the said Act, 
forthe information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, 
and notice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken 
into consideration on or after the expiry of a period of forty 
five days from the date on which the copies of the Gazette in 
which this notification is published are made available to 
the public; 

Any objection or suggestion, which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft within the 
period so specified, will be considered by the Central 
Government; 

Objections or suggestions, if any, may be addressed to 
the Secretary, Ministry of Commerce, Udyog Bhavan, New

DRAFT RULES 

1.(1) These Rules may be called Tea Board (Write 
Off Losses) Amendment Rules, 1999. 

(2) Hiey shall come into force on the date of their 
final publication in the Official Gazette. 


2. In the Tea Board (Write Off Losses) Rules, 1996:— 

(1) in rule 5,- 

(i) for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule shall 
be substituted, namely;— 

“(I) Losses arising out of mistake, negligence, 
fraud, theft, carelessness and misappropriation 
to the property and money of the Board as soon 
as ,tpay be detected by an official of the Board 
shall forthwith be reported by the said official 
to his/lier immediate superior officer”; 

(ii) in sub-rule (3),- 

(a) for the portion beginning with the words “In 
addition to taking action” and ending with the 
words “as a result of fire, theft, etc.”, the following 
shall be substituted, namely:-— 

“In addition to taking action as prescribed in sub-rules 
(I) and (2) above, the authorities mentioned above 
shall follow the provision indicated below in cases 
involving loss of substantial nature including 
destruction of Board’s property as a result of fire, 
theft, etc. and having an assessed value of Rs. 
10,000/- or more.” 

(b) for clause (1), the following shall be substituted 
namely:— 

“(i) When loss of substantial nature having an assessed 
value of Rs. 10,000/- or more due to suspected 
theft, fraud, fire etc. occur in any office/ 
installation, such cases should invariably be 
reported to the Police for investigation on the first 
available opportunity". 

(2) in rule 6, for sub-rule (1), the following sub-rule 
shall be substituted, namely;— 

“(1) The report as per sub-clause (2) of clause 5 of these 
rules when received by the authorities mentioned 
in the said sub-clau.se (2) above shall be finally 
concluded by fixing responsibility against the 
official responsible forthe loss and thereafter shall 
be submitted to the Chairman for a final decision 
in the matter; 

Provided that decision for lump-sum recovery or 
recovery by installments shall be the exclusive 
discretion of the Chainnan ; 

Provided further that prior to issuance of the order of 
recovery ofthe losses, the delinquent official shall 
be given an opportunity of being heard”.
